At tlic tiK-i-tinK ot till' Irish Iiiilepeiiilent 
Iveaijuc, l-ebruHry 7, l>r. J. E. Kenny pre- 
rided and addreated tbe league. 

He Mid nothing waa forcahadowed of a 
very exciting character a* far aa Ireland 
was concerned in the coming aession of 
I'arliflniciit. Last year tin- I.o-al Oovern- 
iiieiil liill was lieforc I'arliaiiienl. If the 
people of Irelaiiil worknl the Ail in a 
proper spirit it would become a great 
instrument of good. Defective thouj^h it 
was in many raqitcta, it could t>e worked 
for the advantage of tb« country. One 
effect of the measnre. if carried out prop- 
erly, would be to strengthen the demand 
for home rule. Tliey no loiifjer iioticeil 
the insulting remarks in the 0\ieen's 
si«*ech con^ratnlaling lier subjects on Ih; 
peaceful condition of Ireland. No allu- 
aion had been made in the speech turead- 
joatment of the financial relations between 
Great BriUin and Irelaarf. That indi- 
cated that the Government had made up 
their mind not to deal with the financial 
relations, and not in any way to disturb 
the gross system of robbery carried ou by 
England. Hut the (iovernment could be 
compelled to deal with the question by 
the exercise of force. That force could 
be exercised by organization at homc.and 
through their Parliamentary reprtaeata- 
tives in Parliament It was a duty of 
every man who pretende<l to reprcseut 
Ireland to strive with his best ifTorts lo 
compel the Knglish C.ovi rmiu-ul lo dis- 
gorge their illgolliii u. ilili tViin this 
country and put an end at once to tbe 
^atem of robbery. 

It seemed to him inexplicable that at 
tbe recent conference a section of the 
Irish representativea, although invited to 
the meeting, cognizant of what was to be 
done there ami knowing well that their 
opinions and prejudices woidd l)e re- 
spected, thought fit to absent themselves. 
He did not know whether or not Mr. Dil- 
lon's abatention foreshadowed the event 
jvhieh they saw by that evening's papers 
had taken place; whether that was the 
first step in Ihe i innpletion nf tin jxilit- 
ical suicide wliii li he idnuiunccil llie day 
he lietriiyed I'aruiU, ami wliiili woulil 
linil consummation when he disaiii)eared 
out of public life. Certainly it was not 
the act of a patriotic man. The absten- 
tion of Mr. Dillon from that meeting pre- 
sented the spectacle of a disnnited party 
on this (juestion. When a demand for 
redress would he made the I',nf.;lish ])eo- 
ple could say; "You are not imiled as lo 
whether there is a financial grievance to 
be remedied." He could not conceive a 
more unpatriotic attitude than that taken 
np by Mr. Dillon or pne note generally 
detrimental to tbe cause of Irdand. Of 
course, if it foreakadowed his retirement 
it would have no significance. But if the 
retirement was a nolle eiiiscopali; if it 
was meant — as he I>elieved it was — to 
show his followers how badly they cpuld 
do without hint, his al>stention would 
luive deep significance, 

mwiMf conld not be brought to bear 
on the Government without organimtion 
in the country. This country had never 
got anything but by agitation. Ireland 
should make herself a thorn in the •-ide 
of the Knglish before she wouUI he lis- 
tened to. It was the duty of every man 
to join the agitation for the redress of the 
financial grievancea. There was no 
greater question before the Irish people 
at the present moment. It was a ques- 
tion on which all Irishmen could go for- 
ward shoulder to shoulder. There were 
,i> go(Kl Irishmen who were not .National- 
ists in this agitation as any who liveil 
within the four seas of Ireland, and lici'h 
ing should induce Nationalists to hold 
aloof from these men when they ssw them 
working to redress this grievsnce. He 
ap|>ealcd to them to make thia agitation 
so strong that the Hritish people would 
have to listen lo their demand. In that 
way, although tiiey had not a united 
party, the question would be forcetl into 
prominence. He welcomed the allusion 
in the (jueen's speech to primary and 
.technical education for Ireland. Tbe, 
whole eaeigies of their people were req- 
dered leas elTective. and, in a great meas- 
ure, nugatory, owing to the want of pri- 
mary education and technical education. 
Hveii if they bad primary education tl'.ey 
would be desperately handicapi)ed 
llnough the want of technical education. 
Tbe promised bill on this subject was the 
outcome of the inqnity of tbe Recess 
Committee, which waa preaided over by 
Horace Plunkett. There had t>een a good 
deal of talk on the subject of University 
e<lucatioii, and while he admitted that 
something (uinht to be done, he consid- 
ered the subject of primary and technical 
education was far in advance of the Cni- 
vetaity question. For everyone wanting 
a (Tniversity training there were twenty 
who required a primary and technical 
e<1ucation. While all lovefs of freedom 
in this countfjriUd not oppose any move- 
ment for a settlement of the University 



<|ui stion, he thought the Government 
should have warning that if their efforts 
at I'niversily education were to produce 
k glorified ecclesiastical seminary nmler 
the biahopa and priests, they woitM have 
none. If there was to be n Catholic I'ni- 
versily it should he a university governed 
by the Inily. .Any other uiMversity would 
bo a mockery, a delusion, and a snare. 

IIeenliri-1\ agreed with Mr. Balfour's 
recent speech ou the subject, where he 
said it was the demand of the Irish peo- 
ple, and not the cry raised by the Kng- 
liah people, tb«t abonld be attended to. 
He tbooght Mr. Balfour would aoon come 
tp the conclusion that home rule should 
be granted iK'cause Ireland demanded it. 
Referring lo the rei rnt elections he said 
that on the whole they had every reason 
to look. upon the result with satisfaction. 
The great lesson to be derived from them 
was the necessity for otgaaiaation. He 
strongly nidged upon them the necessity 
of having a branch of the Independent 
League in every ward of the city. Par- 
nellism was, he declan-d, the true reli>;ion 
in ]x)litilis, ami anything else w.is corrupt 
heresy. 

He advocated the extension of the city 
boundaries, snd asked (everybody who 
had leianre to attend the meeting in the 
Mansion Honw. The first year of his 

coronerahip 400 cases were reported to 
him, snd last year the number had 

swelled to .'»<M). Sudden deaths occurred 
I)rincii>allv among the lal)oring classes. 
The reason of this was that the working- 
men crowde<l into the houses that were 
vacated by city business men, who went 
to live in the townahipa, and sometimea 
from seven to ten ismilics resided in 
these houses, that were originally built 
for one. Without the city the townships 
would die in a week. He .igreed that 
every attention should be i)aid to the 
prejudices and wants of the townships. 
If the intelligent men of the townships 
came together be did net see why they 
slionld''nat be able to comato some ami- 
cable settlement with the city representa- 
tives. He hope<l that before twelve 
months they would see Dublin embracing 
an area Ih.it wduld contribute towards 
the greatest efficiency and tbe greateat 
good of the eommtudtjr.

ABOUT THE WOMEN OP MANILA. 



[Cor. St. Louis I'ost-Dispatcli.] 
The natives of tbe islands are a branch 
of the Malay race and may be diviiled 
into three large groups—the Tagalogs, 
the Visayos and the Stilus each group 
subject to mo<lificatioiis and exceptions. 
The Tagalogs inhabit I,ii/on and the 
northern islands of the archipelago, and 
it is with the.He that we have mainly to 
deal, us they are by far the most numer- 
ous and the most intelligent part of the 
population, forming as they do alao the 
largest part of the inhabitants of Manila 
and the largest ports. 

The first thing that in the native char- 
acter iinprrssi s tlie traveler is his impas- 
sive demeanor and ini|>erturhable hear- 
ing. He is a born stoic, a fatalist by 
nature. Thia accennta for hia coolneas 
in moments of danger and his intrepid 
daring against overwhelming odds. This 
feature of the Malay character has often 
been displayed in the conflicts of r:ice 
with the l-Uiropeans in the ICast ludii s. 
I'lider competent leadership the nati> r, 
thout^h strongly averse to discipline, can 
l)e made a splendid soldier. As sailors, 
too, I do not believe they can be equaled; 
for lithe, active and fond of tbe water, 
the Malays have ever shown their in- 
clination for the seas. Their pirates, 
coursing in their prahus. have, until a Uw 
\( Mrs Kg. I, l'(ir centuries infested the li.iys 
.ilid iiilels iif the Ivastern :irrhiprl:i^^ii, 

ltH>ling the towns and villages on shore 
and taking as booty such foreign mer- 
chantmen astlMy wcse able to overcome. 
On account of the ravages of these fierce 
Eastern vVikings, I<'uropeaus hava cone 
to regard the whole Malay race as cruel 
and bloo<lthirty. Hut these were pirates 
in their own waters preying upon their 
own countrymen, by whom they wi re 
feared no less than were the Spanish ajid 
Knglish free-bootemof old by their ooun> 
trymen. 

The natives are all excellent awim- 
^ niers and absolutely fearless in the water. 
I I have seen groupa of boys diving thirty 
] or forty feet for pennies. .M:'.ii\- swim 
J miles w ith the greatest ease, ami il is no 
^uncomntoii sight in the outlying dis- 
, tricts to see groups of naked men plung- 
ing, with drawn dagger, among a ahoal 
I of aharka, with whom they fight with a 
I fierceness that always results in the 
victory of the native. .\Iong the beach 
I at Manila, on a sumiiu r evening, at the 
c1<..se of the day's lalM>r, hundreds of 
hands from the various tobacco factories 
' -men, women and children, of all ages 
and sizes, and married and unmarried — 
may be aeen disporting themselves, with 
I peals of laughter and squesis of delight, 
in the cool surf.

The women in Manilt are of three 
claaaea: The true Spai^iards, who have 
come with their fatniliejs from Spain to 
bear company with thei^ men folk while 
they are serving in the army or mercan- 
tile life; the Me/tizosj or half-breeds, 
ninny of them the wiveslpr daughters of 
the Spanish soldiers; a^l the Tiagalos or 
native I'ilipinos. ; 

The Spanish women ^re the typical se- 
noras and senoritas one may see in Spain 
or any of theSpanish-Aawrican countries. 
Most of tbem are wealtj^, and before tbe 
advent of the American soldier in Msnila 
Ihey were the leaders in such society as 
•Manila could bo.ist. We see them now, 
driving about in their victorias, proud 
haughty, and casting disdainful looks at, 
if they deign to lujlice at all, the shabby 
American lads, who have taken tbe reins 
of government from tbe bands of their 
husbanda and brothers. 

The Meztizo women ate an interesting 
class, and combine in strangely ill-as- 
s.irted ways the charactei istics of the 
Sjianish and their native :(iicestora. They 
endeavor to imitate the .Spanish women 
in every wsy, and sometimea it is a com- 
ical sight to see a Mezttao woman wearing 
the native coetume, buf topped off with a 
glorious Parisian bonnet, and supremely 
happy in the idea that 'lihe is following in 
the mode ot her more aristocratic si.ster 
in the matter of lir id^'c.ir .it least. Some 
of these h iU in'c ! wnmc-n are very beau- 
tiful, for their intermixture of native 
blood preventa the sal|9w and faded ap- 
pearance which this tropical clime inva- 
riably produces in the faces of the daugh- 
tera of a more northern land. Like the 
true Spaniards, their sytripatliies are all 
with our eiieinies, so it Ul difi'u iill l>i le.u n 

may observe from very limited acquaint- 
ance. 

The tme Filipino is the only friend of 
the American in these islands, and she is 
by far the most interesting of the three 
types of women to l)e found here. 

The interesting liitle people are of Ma- 
lay extraction, and those in the neighbor- 
ho<Ml of Manila at least seem to have a 
plentiful supply of Chinese or Japaneae 
bloo<l in their veina, for many of them 
have the alnioml eyes and tilted eyebrowa 
of the Mongoli.iiis. lint the resemblance 
ceases here, for these little ladies are of a 
rich, dark copper cnlor, and in some of 
the younger girls a faint tinge of color 
adds attractiveness to their by no means 
homely faces. Some of them, in fact, are 
really beautiful, for they have all beauti- 
fully long silky hair — sometimes wavy, 
but never by any means kinky, and usu- 
ally either a glossy black or a very dark 
brown. Their features are usually clear 
cut and regular, and those that do not use 
the betel nut have teeth that are white 
and regular as are those of some of our 
.■Xmerican negroes. The carriage of these 
people i.s j>erfect; carrying bunlens on 
their iie.ids, as ilo ino.sl Southern races, 
has taught them to stand and walk erect, 
and their .symmetry of acCion and poise is 
indeed beautiful. 

One striking feature about these women 
is the beautiful devdopment of neck, 
shoulders snd arms, due, no doubt, to the 
same habit of tarrying, hei burdens on 
her head. I have seen many a native 
laundress with the arms ami shoulders of 
a Hebe, and any New N'ork society girl 
would be proud to exhibit such chsrms st 
Sherry's or Delmonico's as these untu- 
tored creatures gain by their hard labors. 

But the charm of the Tagalo women is 
not due to her appearance alone. They 

are a jolly, happy and musical race and, 
above all, generous and hospitable, and 
inclined to be most friemlly to Uie invad- 
ing Americans. Most of them, however, 
are not above turning an honest penny, 
and while tbe Americsn troops were en- 
camped st Camp Dewey, previous to the 
capitulation of Manila, the camp was 
thronged daily with the native women, 
each with her basket of fruit or eggs and 
her bottle of "vino," a native w ine. They 
are clever liargainers, too, and to "beat 
them ilown" is next lo im])ossible. 

The Tagalo woman is usually clever 
with her needle, and many an American 
soldier lad, far ifrom the folka at home, 
haa had his mending done by the deft 
fiugen of some semi-savage seamstress. 
Many of these women make the most 
exquisit-.' embroidery — a kind of 'hawn 
v/ork - <lune on a native cloth called pina. 
This cloth is made from the fiber of the 
pineapple plant, and is beautifully line 
and glossy. The pina is stretched tightly 
over a bamboo frame, and beautiful 
deaigns are drawn in the cloth by tbe 
industrious workers. Time and labor is 
of no oliject in these la/.y isl.inds I 
have seen handkerchiefs which li.i\e 
taken months of steady work to proiluce. 
These i)eople fully realize the value of 
this cla.s.s of work, and it is no uncommon 
thing for > pina handkerchief or veil to

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IREUND NEEDS A LEADER. 



The meetings and speeches in 
Ireland, given in our columns this 
week, indicate great activity in all 
natters of reform. The most im- 
portant, however, is the resignation 
of the chairmanship of the anti- 
Parnellites by Mr. Dillon. This 
may mark a crisis more or leas im- 
portant to the fnture of all Irish 
national affairs. If it is to be 
taken as a disintegration of the op- 
position in the Parliamentary Irish 
party, with a prosi>ect for nnityand 
aggression against the common 
enemy instead of attacking each 
other, which we earnestly hope it is; 
even thongh it may accomplish 
practically nothing in the present 
Parliament, will do much for the 
cause of Ireteod by presenting to 
the world a united body as repre- 
sentative and authoritative to speak 
and acton the questions of national 
import. The effect of such a re- 
uniting of Itdand's Pwrliamcntary 
representatives would he to give 
courage to all Irishmen, check dis- 
cord and rivalry among individuals 
and organizations, and tend to a 
coming together and harmotiious 
co-operatioti of all, if not under 
one leadership, at least with one 
purpose in view and one object to 
be attained. The more th(,r(nu;h 
the union, similar the methods anc^ 
concentrated the forces of the sev- 
eral movements for reform and re- 
dress in the Irish cause the more 
will it l>e respected and the surer 
of success to some degree. 

With thevariotis organizations, 
objects, methods and platforms, all 
aiming to remedy one or more of 
Ireland's grievances, there is now 
an opprtunity for a leader who can 
ubite all these bodies, represent all 
these different ideas, emlxxly in 
one the varying demands for Ire- 
land's relief, and gaining the con- 
fidence of the Irisfi people, lead 
them into the contest that will re- 
sult successfully. He must be a 
true and self-sacrificing patriot, 
cool, conser v ative, fearless, cau- 
tions and yet frank, energetic and 
earnest. Has Ireland such a man 
now? 



EXCESSIVE CHARGES. 



Convenient and cheap transi)orta- 
tion is one of the chief es.sentials to 
a commercial and manufacturing 
center. We may have the mate- 
rials," the fuel, the factories, the 
goods, all cheap enough to attract 
trade, but unless we can ship 
to purchasers conveniently and 
cheaply we can not hold trade, even 
after we get it. Aud right here is 
a great drawback to Louisville's 
progress, the trade of several large 
and adjacent territories, that of 
right belongs to I<ouisville and 
would naturally and preferably 
come here, are deterred by the trans- 
jxirtation inconveniences and exces- 
sive costs for freight from trading 
with our people, and must go else- 
where. Louisville doubtless is the 
loser of thousands of dollars of 
trade in this way every year. 
Where there is competition in 
tranqwrtation, rates of freight are 
reasonable and about equal to those 
from other cities. Where there is 
little or no competition, principally 
to the South and Southeast, the 
rates are double or treble for the 
same distance in other directions. 
Of course due allowance must be 
made for differences in new and un- 
developed sections, but the excess 
of charges is far too great to invite 
trade, and the less trade the less 
freight will the railroads have to 
carry. 

But it is the express companies 
— all of them alike — that throttle 
trade to this city by charges that 



are little lesss than confiscation. 
There is developing throughout the 
country a system of trade by sam- 
ple or small orders, and in sections 
where ready and cheap transporta- 
tion is available is becoming quite 
an item in the aggregate sales of 
wholesalers or manufactures. 
Louisville is practically barred from 
any of this class of trade by exces- 
sive charges of express companies. 
A case in point of recent occur- 
rence will suffice. A firm sent out, 
prepaid, two packages by ex- 
press, and here is the basis 
on which business must be 
calculated: Value of goods 
90 cents, express charges 80 cents, 
or nearly 100 per cent. Not only 
the business community, but every 
one who has had any dealings with 
the express companies is fully 
aware of the exorbitant charges 
they levy on shipments. 

This is a serious matter to the 
merchants and manufacturers of 
this city and they should lose no 
time in remedying it. So long as 
such rates are charged on goods

On 
April 3 I2}i per cent, advance in wages 
goes into effect to the .",(•. (h)0 employes. 

The Sloas Iron and Steel Company, 
Birmingham, Ala., haa advanced the 
wagea of iU 1,600 minera i)i ocnta per 
ton, or atxMit A per cent. The Tenneaaae 
Coal, Iron and Railroad Company will 
grant a similar advance to its 4,flnO 
miners. 

The .American plate glass works in 
Alexandria, Ind., last week posted a 
notice reducing the force. The men all 
quit work, and after a co n fe r ence, which 
failed to reach a settlement, the 800 em- 
ployes went' on strike and the plant 
closed down. 

The Ohio coal minera positively refuse 
to accept any reduction in wages, and 
have cdled a convention at MaasiUon, 
Mardi 15, to Ibmlly decide on the oowse 
they will pursue, l^nless the operatan 
withdraw their demand, a general strike 
is probable.

An eztendve lock-ont in the buiUing 
trade is likely to follow from what ap- 
peared to be a comparatively trivial dis- 
pute in the plastering department in 
London. The dispute originated through 
the plasterers of three firms going on 
strike l>ecause their foremen refused to 
subscribe as ordinary memben to the 
PUsterera' Soddy. Unless a settlement 
is arrived at the strike will not be con- 
fined to London, but will protiably spread 
throughout the provinces.

The stowaway \x>y will return as a 
knight of Great Britain; as a member of 
one of the most aristocratic yacht clubs 
in the realm, charged with the purpose 
of winning the American cup; as 
the friend and aawdate of the ^Prince of 
Wales and the Duke of York; as the 
merchant magnate whose ships sail 
every sea, anil whose laborers till and] 
toil in every inKtrUr of the f-Mw to add 
to his golden 

While his pulse thrills with the fever 
of the most glorious of sports, and the 
white cUd sailora lie flat along the wind- 
ward rail of Ml Shamrock, 6,000 half 
naked Ceylonese will be picking, pack- 
ing and sorting teas upon his planta- 
tions, where every prospect ])leases; at 
bis warehoule doiks iii Colondm and 
Ceylon, a fleet of ships will be loailing

Ixxiy reads." His pennies were few, bnt 
nimble, they have rolled far. 

The shop ^;iew, ami presently there 
were others. The business went by leaps 
and bounds. Lipton worked, he says, 
twenty-five hours out of the twenty-four. 
With the coiiqueat of capital came the 
opportunity to demonstrate hia favorite 
project — to di8i)en9e with the middleman 
anil bring the pnHhicer and consumer 
ti>gcther. His first large prixluctive en- 
terprise was the purchase of plantations 
in Ceylon and Colombo, where he raises 
tea, coffee and cocoa with native labor. 
He i* the Urgcst individual land owner 
in 'Peyton. Hia packing houae in Chi- 
itaga is a more recent undertaking. 

Lipton has traveled in most quarters 
of the globe, but many of his properties 
^nd employes he has never seen. He 
trusts to sul)urdi nates, and knows how to 
choose men whom he must trust. 

There are 4^ Lipton abops in (>reat 
Britain, all just alike; sixty in London 
alone, the oUiers everywhere. 

Bvery new Lipton abop is opened by 
a brass baud concert. In every one of 



them the as ipl o j ea wear the same nni- 
form. Bvery one is decorated in the 
saute rather showy style. The prices are 

all uniform and low. 

All are lighted with electricity. Tliis 
is the unvaryi'ig ride. In many a small 
town this reipiires the expense of a 
special lighting plant, but it is worth 
the money. In sMch n case the Lipton 
shop shines like a jewel beside its dingy 
neighbofa. It is all the better advertis- 
ing. It is a nine days' wonder at first 
and a distinction always. 
. Sir Tlionias I.iplon's fortune is called 
|60,0()0,0(K). It is only nineteen years 
since he stood behind a counter waiting 
on customers. 

Last spring Lipton formed a joint 
stock company to take his London busi- 
n«a. The oepltalstloa waa fined at 
]il2,600,000, of which only |5,000,000 
were offered for sale. The stock was 
subscribed for twenty-five times over. 
The .same sum had been previously of- 
fered by Hooley and refuaed. Lipton ia 
his own promoter. 

Lipton may have been relieved of some 
of his labors and reaponsibilites by the 
change in his business. He is able to en- 
joy anch leisure as comes to him. He is 
of medium height, but so slender and 

sinewy that be looks tiillcr. lie dresses 
neatly, not wi > the g.uidy ostentation 
of Barney Rarnato. He is erect, elert, a 
quizzical smile ever lingers on his thin 
lips, a twinkle shinea in his gray-bine 
eyea. He can enjoy a joke. 

Thia man la a Demo c rat among mill' 
ionaires. He owns a l>eautifnl country 
place at Osidge -a palace our volatile 
anil exclamatory ! ritisli cousins call it - 
and iiere every summer he entertains his 
own employes, brought hither on special 
Lipton traina from every part of the 
kingdom. 

When Sir Thomas Lipton challenged, 
in the name of the Royal Ulster Yacht 

Club, for the Anieric.i's cii;), there were 
in Dritain certain proud aristocrats who 
sneered at him :is not qnite s gentleman, 
don't you know. 

The "first gentleman in Kuropc" came 
to the defense for its first merchant. The 
Printe of Wales and the Duke York 
showed Lipton nuMt friendly attentions. 
The Princess of Wales sent him a dia- 
mond scarfpin at Christmas in her grati- 
tude for bis assistance with the jubilee 
dinner. His coffee house gift was named 
the Alexander Fund, by her permission, 
and the Prince of Wales ia sponsor for 
the three trustees who, with Sir Tbomaa, 
are to manage it. 

There is no more sneering now. 

The most extraordinary secrecy has 
l>een insisteil \\\>on the planrdng and 
construction of the Lipton yacht. Her 
metal parts have been made by Thorny- 
croft, and shipped to HarUn & Wolf's 
yard in Belfaat The Shamrock will be 
an Irish boat, and abe will be sailed to 
win, 

"The Lipton flag lias never been hoist- 
ed in vain," says this bold sjiortsman. 
He says lie is |)r( pared to "s]h iiiI. if iit-c- 
essery, $2A0,mt or pm.mt to lift that 
cup." The Shsmrock is his sole prop- 
erty. No syndicate was formed to build 
her. 

Nor will there be any moan of unfair 

play from Sir Thomas Lipton if the 
Slianiiock should come across the line a 
Ijeaten lK)at. He is a sportsman as he 
is a merchant, neglecting nothing to win 
success, and leaving the rest to fortune. 

He will be the keenest competitor that 
ever confronted American yachlsinen.

sell for KKi Mexican dollars. Hoo.si is 
another native cloth which is nnich em- 
ployeil in the dressmaking of the natives. 
It is even finer than the pina cloth, an<l 
is made from a mixtnre of fine hemp 
filjer and the pineapple plant. 

Many of the more cultivated Tagalo 
<^omen are fine performers on various 
nuisi»-al instruments. The harp seems to 
he the f.ivorite. and I have heanl some 
really fine nuisic on this instrument. 
Near the camp of tne command to which 
I belong are aeveral native shacks, and 
frequently of an evening I have heard 
the sweet notea of a vidlitt moat beanti- 
fully played, mingling with the aonga of 
the niv;ht hirds, which are common in 
this tropical land. I determined one eve- 
ning to search ont this unknown player, 
and following the sounds I came at last 
upon a little native girl of about twelve 
years, who, having been blind from birth, 
had learned to uae thia inatrumfnt, poa- 
sibly as a aolace in her alSiction. She 
seemed most happy in her music, and 
seldom have 1 enjoye<l it more than when 
listening to this poor little blind maiden 
.pouring forth her whole soul in sweetest 
strains. 

It is not a difficult matter for a Filipino 
couple to set np hoMtlkMptng after mar- 
risge. The native ahacka or bungalows, 
are cnrions-looking affairs, built entirely 

of bamboo, thatched with banana leaves, 
and invariably set up on stilts of bamboo, 
six or ten feet above the ground. The 
interior of the hou.se is divided into two 
or three rooms, one of which is usually 
reserved as a chapel or prayer room, for 
therein is aet op a piettira of the Virgin 
and • osadle ia {■variably kept burning 
in homage. The hnwnhnl^ °' 
these people are few. , A ClWHbp'v 
for a bed; half a doseu eSmpa or 
earthenware pot.s for cooki4||| jMtpoMS 
and for the storage of rainwCtHr^MS pos- 
sibly one ur two pictures cut- JlH|M aome 
illustrated paper, complete tbtfwniahing 
of a Filipino's home. They invariably 
keep children, pigs and at leaat three 
dogs; bnt the most priced of all is the 
plumed and petted fighting cock of the 
Filipino. This bird is fed on the best, 
has a bamboo house for himself and is the 
pride and l>oast of the whole family. This 
passion fur cock fighting is universal 
among these people, and it ia no uniuual 
sight to see a Pi%ino on Ilia way to 
church with a game cock nnder his arm, 
expecting to fight in the chnrchyard' after 
service. 

Smoking is a universal custom among 

the natives. Men, women and children 
use tol)ai< o in every form, and I have 
seen a ni itlu i with her babe of two or 
three years in her arms, srcoking a dgsr 
while the poor little one was auddng on 
a cigarette. Many oi the young women 
do not smoke out of r^ard to their teeth,

on the land acts. The imi>ortanl work 
done by llic a!i.sociation ill collecting; evi- 
dence and providing legal advocacy on 
behalf of the tenants before that commis- 
■ioa was more thah surpassed in the ex- 
poanre which the crccutivc was aUe to 
make of the halting sdmetimes aelf-j 
contradictory and not seldom misin- ; 
formed charactei of many of their find- 
ings. A iletailecl reply was formulated, 
which was accorde<l the highest praise 
by experts in land legislation, and re- 
ceived a great deal of attention from the 
press cf Ireland and many of the feeding 
British Journals. Over 2,000 oopiea were 
circulated among the members, and 
copies were sent to all members of Par- 
liament and many public men. Mainly 
through the advice and aid of the asso- 
ciation the f.tiiioiis case of Adam!) vs. 
Dun.seath, in which Justice Meredith 
decided that the tenant should pay the 
landlord rent on hia own improvements, 
and should not receive any allowuice for 
hi<s occupation interest, was carried to 
the lii>{liest court in Ireland. When 
I/)rd DufTenn llireateiied to filcli the 
I'Ister custom from his tenantry the as- 
sociation organised iiublic opinion on 
this invasion of time-honore<l rights and 
gave what assistance was in our power. 
They had published in pamphlet form 
some thousaoda of copiea of Bailey's 
legal judgment in favor of the existence 
of the I'lster custom, together with 
speeches on the elenienls and history of 
the custom, by the Kev. k. Lyltle, A. 
Kennedy and the Marquis of Dufferin. 
Their Secretaiy was unable to devote the 
whole of hia time during the past half 
year to their service, but by the unani- 
mous request of the Council it was ar- 
ranged that he should devote what time 
was necessary to carry on and iii.iintain 
the work of the association. 

The ■ Rev. R. Lyttle (Moiieyreal, 
in moving the adoption of the 
report, said that Ireland,, and, more 
pMlicularly Ulster, had reached a 
crisis, or he might more correctly say, 
a aeriea of crises, in the administration 
of the laud acts.

Dawson I to present the learneil Juilge 
with a pair of white gloves. Judge Kane, 
in returning thanks, said tbat in ad<lilioii 
to the fact that no criminal business had 
come before his court, he was glsd to 
learn that up to the present not a single 
case had been listed for the assizes. That 
showed a very satisfactury slate of affairs 
for a county which had such a !arj;e jwp- 
ulation, and which included three con- 
siderable towns— Wexford, New Ross and 
Bnniscorthy. The remarkable peaceful- 
neaa of the county, taking into account 
the enormous number of public-honaes 
in the country, and also, he waa afraid he 
shouhl add, the I.u>;e amount of drinking 
that was going on, was very creditable. 

The weekly return of births and deaths 
in the Dublin Registration area during 
the week ending Saturday, Pebiuary 4, 
amounte<1 to 210 births and 21ft deaths. 
Thus the number of persons who were 
born during the week in Dublin is almost 
exactly identical with the number of 
those who died. The death rate was 
■omething over M per 1,(MK>— an alarm- 
ing figure. The number of deaths from 
zymotic diseases, including scarlatina, 
influenza, whooping-cough, enteric fever 
and diarrhrea, was only 13, which was 
l.t below the average for the correspond- 
ing week of the last ten years and ') 
under the iiuniber for the week which 
ended on January ■-'8 of the present year. 
During the week only 3 cases of diph- 
theria were admitted to hoqiital. There 
was an increase in the number of deaths 
•from diseases of the respiratory organs 
as compared with each of the two pre- 
ce<iiiig weeks. These deaths included 
4'2 from bronchitis-- seemingly a rather 
formidable figure, .1 from pneumonia and 
2 from croup. It is satisfactory to find 
that croup, the terror of mothera, has 
played ao unimportant a part of late in 
onrmidat. Thiadiseaae is well known 
'to be almost invariably curable if the 
proiK-r reme<lies are at once applied. In 
the Dublin hospitals 10 deaths were 
caused during the week by diseases of 
the brain and nervous system and IH by 
pulmonary consumptioa. 



TF.N.VNT KI<;HT IN ITLSTHK. 

The annual meeting of the Ulster 
Tenants' Defen.sc .\sst>ciation was held 
in the Roaemary-street Lecture Hall, 
Belfast, and was largely attended by del* 
egstes from the various branchea acat- 
tere<l through Ulster. A. Kennedy (Glsr- 
ryford) presided and delivere<l the Presi- 
dentia! address, in which he touched 
upon the present |>ositioii of the Irish 
laud question, the maladministration of 
the land acts and the final solution by the 
establishment of occupying ownerabip. 
The report set forth that during the paat 
twelve months the Ulster Tenanto' De- 
fense Association had vigilantly cared 
for the cause of tenant right in all its 
phases in the Province of Ulster. It 
went on to saj that the administration of 
the land acts in the courts had been 
watched and criticisetl by the I';xecutive 
Council, that advice and substantial aid 
had been rendered to assist in maintain- 
ing the interests of tenant right in test 
caaea, and that the report of the Fry 
Couimi.ssion was duly studied and critjr, 
cised by the Kxecutive Council. Candi- 
dates for Parliaiiieiit had Wen testc<l as 
to their views on the more importmeut 
aud viUl elements of tenant right. The 
report pointed out that hy far the mcMrt 



the l ister tenant 
right, the tenants' cause was, however, 
in go(xl hands. McCartan, who had l>een 
ever the watchful custodian of their rights 
in Parliament and oat o( it, had reUined 
the aervicea of two eminent couiael, 
Messrs. Hume and Oreer, who were well 
versed in the land acts and customs of 
Ulster. He then referred to the historic 
case of .\daiiis and Dunseath, in which a 
flagrantly unjust decision was given in 
the first year of the land act, and was 
the precedent for cutting the whole ten- 
antry of Ireland out cf their right accord- 
ing to the act 1881 to the unrented en- 
joyment of their own improvements on 
their holdings. That case, after the lapse 
of (ifteen years, came up for decision last 
year. The landlord appealed against the 
decision of the Sub-Conimitsioners, and 
the Chief Commiaaioner raiaed the rent. 
The new Judge of the Land Commiaaion 
gave a judgment on the allocation of the 
incrcaaed letting valna in cotise(|uence of 
the tenants' improvements and on the 
occu;>atioii interest which startled the 
country. That judgment was regardeit 
as the most scandalously unjust judgment 
pronounced since the eatabliahment of 
the land courta. Attempts were aow being 
made to grab from tenanta the tenant 
right of their holdings at half the market 
value in order that the landlord might 
pocket the otlu r half and afterwaril de- 
velop the land as buiUling ground If 
this inequitable administration of the 
land acts was maintained they should 
soon become convinced of the folly <rf 
getting fresh statutes, and ahould b^n 
to see that a mcana of appointing honest 
Judges was what Ireland required. 

John Robinson ( I.etterkeuny , seconde<l 
the adoption of the report, and dwelt on 
the (juestion of l.ind valuation. 

The report was unanimously adopted, 
The following resolution was moved by J. 
Moore ( Crumlin ), seconded by T. K. Har- 
binson (Portadown), and passed unani- 
moualy: "That in our opinion gre^t in- 
justice has been done in the County Arm- 
agh bv the Chief Commissioner.s in raising 
rents in fruit growing districts, and we 
strongly support the claims of the tenants 
whose cases have not yet been reheard, 
and that we reaffirm our sj'mpathy and 
desire to support the Dufferin tenaata." 

A votepf thaaks to the Chainaaa ter- 
minated the proceedings.
